While Captain 
Eads was ill in Europe he was engineer 
ok the government improvements on 
the Ohio River. He was a member 
of the board who designed the Keo- 
kuk bridge over the Mississippi and 
of the commission of 1874 that report- 
ed in favor of the jetty system at the 
mouth of the Mississippi, which have 
since been so successful and many 
other important works of every kind.

The Yellow Fever Commission. 


New York, Nov. 20.—The report 
of the yellow fever commission, com- 
d of Drs. Bemis, Cochran and 
oward, and Col. T. S. Hardee, san- 
itary engineer, made to the health as- 
sociation convention in session at Rich- 
mond, gives results of investigations 
in all the fever-stricken cities of the 
South. They believe the disease was 
imported to New Orleans, and show 
by maps that the fever cases invaria- 
bly form in groups, unlike malarial 
fever, which shows a tendency to occur 
in disconnected cases: 

They conclude: First—Not a solita- 
ry instance was found of a case of yel- 
low fever which we could justifiably 
consider as indigenous to its locality. 
Second—In most of the various towns 
visited, which were points of epidemic 

revalence, the testimony showing 
importation was direct and convincing 
in its character. Third — The trans- 
mission of yellow fever between points 
separated by any considerable distance 
appeared to be wholly due to human 
intercourse. In certain instances the 
poison was carried in the clothes or 
about the person of people going from 
the infected districts. In other instan- 
ces it was conveyed in cotton bagging, 
or other goods of the same description. 
Fourth—The weight of testimony is 
very pronounced against the further 
use of disinfectants. Physicians in 
the infected towns almost without ex- 
ception state that they are useless 
agents te arrest the spread of yellow 
fever. Fifth—Personal prophyloxis 
by means of drugs or other thereapeu- 
tic means, has proved a constant fail- 
ure. A respectable number of pbysi- 
cians think the use of small doses of 
et of some use in prevention. 

ixth—Quarantine, established with 
such a degree of vigor that absolute 
non-intercourse is the result, has effec- 
tually and without exceptien, protect- 
subjects from the attacks of yellow 
ever.

The teachers 
are fine athletic men, brought up 
among Chief Joseph’s tribe. They 
have all received fair educations in 
the ordinary English branches.

IRRIGATION. ¢ 


As Washoe county increases in 
wealthand the belt of ranches widens, 
the sagebrush disappears and this be- 
come essentially an irrigated region. The 
extent of our tillable land increases 
yearly and accurately measures the 
prosperity and permanency of the 
town and county. Lands that were 
valueless one year ago are to-day bear- 

crops. The sagebrush is giv- 
ing way slowly but surely in every 
valley and is invariably followed by 
the irrigating ditch. So rapid, indeed, 
has been this transformation from 
desert land to harvest field that the 
acres reclaimed now amounts to hun- 
dreds of thousands, and the new- 
comer, satisfied jof the value, is go- 
ing farther out and projecting larger 
schemes of irrigation. Some ef these 


already in progress are assured of suc- 
cess, while others are to furnish work 


years yet to come. Concerning one 
of these last named a correspondent 
of the Record Union gives the follow- 


particulars. 
The Washoe Land and water com- 
y pro to construct an irrigat- 
ditch 18 feet wide and 5 feet deep 
from the Truckee river at Camp 25 
station toa point in Prosser valley 
three miles north of Reno, at a hight 
sufficient to cover Spanish springs, 
ngs, Winnemucca and Cot- 
ten wood valleys. The line, as survey 
ed by P. C. Uren, of Dutch Flat, Cal.“ 
is very favorable indeed. It leaves 
the river at low-water mark — which 
renders a dam unecessary 
it once into a level, bowldery ground, 
which extends with few interruptions 
the entire thirty Miles. There is 
next to no rock work and no sidebill 
work to speak of except in two places, 
one of half a mile in length just north 
of Reno, the other on the two sides 
of a rocky canyon about the middle 
ef the route, which will be avoided 
by an inverted siphon or a flume 600 
feet long and 75 high. The survey 
strikes across the flat at Crystal Peak 
and bends with the river, there being 
a little north of east, cutting across

BULLDOGED AGAIN. 


In this era of good-feeling and 
harmony, we have no political excite- 
ment in the North, save that which is 
caused by the fall or rise of some Tam- 
many, leader, or the contortions of 
some anxious Democrat. The methods 
empm@yed in bulldosing Republicun- 
ism se ath of Mason & Dixon’s line are 
still interesting, “however, and the 
good }euple ef that region seem intent 
on keeping the matter before the 
public. Each year they offer new il- 
lustrations, and each election they in- 
vent some new plans. The S. F. Alta 
tells of the latest experiment in this 
line as follows. 

The reports of most outrageous elec- 
tion frauds at the South continues to 
burthen the wires and occupy the 
press. Even the journals of the South, 
some of them, are forced to confess to 
the rascalities committed, and even to 
condemn some of them. One of the 
late reports is to the effect that in the 
third Georgia district, the candidate, 
Wade, who had received a majority of 
three thousand votes, has been counted 
out, enough votes has been thrown 
out te leave his competitor a majority. 
In Florida, the Republican candidate, 
Bisbee, was elected by a very hand- 
some majority. But the returning 
board threw out votes by the hundred, 
until they reduced his majority toa 
minority. And their reason for doing 
this was that a United States Marshal 
had said, just before election that, if 
necessary, he would appoint a million 
of deputies, and not one of them 
should be a Democrat. Is that a valid 
reason for depriving citizens of their 
rights of suffrage! 

It is to the credit of some of the 
Georgia and Florida journals that 
they not only express surprise at the 
latest reports, but virtually condemn 
the methods by which such results 
were reached. That Florida return- 
ing board deserves condemnation by 
the pecple of the South, themselves, 
for thegy.ason they give for their ac- 
tion — — to themselves and 
an insalt to the Southern people. 
It is, that the reported threat of the 
U. S. Marshal to appoint, if necessary, 
a million deputies, and that not one 
of them sbeuld be a Democrat, had he 
the effect of so frightening the Dem- 
ocratic voters that many of them did 
not dare go to the polls. That is an 
accusation which, in defense of South- 
ern men, we take upon ourselves to 
deny. No honest voter would have 
any reason to fear the presence of any 
number of deputies or Marshals, and 
no such cause kept any man from the 
polls. The plea was made to cover 
up a rascality which the house should 
condemn. 

It remains to be seen now what

The question of woman suffrage is 
now agitating the constitutional con- 
vention at Sacramento and the Record- 
Union has this to say regarding it: 

“The committee on suffrage have 
reported in favor of removing the re- 
‘striction upon the suffrage on account 
of sex. We do not think the conven 
tion is likely to favor woman suffrage, 
or even to leave the question to the 
legislature, but we are satisfied that 
the logic is all on the side of the ad- 
vocat@ of female enfranchisement, 
and we ‘believe in consistency so 
firmly ee we should like to see the 
issue fairly tested by experiment. 
There are no arguments possible 

inst woman suffrage. The opposi- 
tion to it is based upon educatienal 
bias, and the possession of political 
power by tue sex which has the de 
cisien of the question in its hands. 
Women are refused the suffrage prin- 
cipally because it is perfectly safe to 
refuge them, but they have as sound a 
right to it as men can show, and some 
Women possess much better right 
than some men. We think the con- 
vention could afford to leave the ques- 
tion open.* The community has not 
yet grown up to it fully, but opinion 
upon such eee is rapidly becom - 
5 ghtened, and it is quite 
conceivable that five or ten years 
hence the majority may be in favor of

Bisbee claims that he 
has about 200 majority without this 
latter precinct, if the votes are counted 
in Alachua county. Senator Conover, 
who was beaten for congress in the 
first district, according to the Demo- 
cratic way of making returns, has de- 
cided to contest the election.

all proceedings should net be stayed 
until the payment of counsel fees and 
alimony. The motion was denied, and 
at request of defendant’s counsel the 
court issued a commission for the tak- 
ing of the testimony of D. W. Hey- 
wood of Barre, Massachusetts. This 
geutleman was married to plaintiff 
October, 1848, and separated from her 
in 1858. Two children, both of whom 
are now living iu this city, were the 
result of the union. In 1863 plaintiff 
became the wife of Charles C. North- 
rup, but dwelt with him only one year, 
and in 1870 she was wedded to Henry 
B. Howell, the defendant in the pres- 
ent action, and they have had two 
children, Grace and Burr. Mrs. 
Howell, who is better known by her 
stage name of Lizzie Parker Northrup, 
is a vocalist by profession and came to 
this city during the period between 
her first and secend marriages, under 
engagement to Thomas Maguire. Hey- 
wood, her first husband, according to 
plaintiff's statement, procured a decree 
of divorce from her in the city of Bos- 
ton, on the yrounds of desertion, 
about the legality of which there now 
appears to be some question. North- 
rup, her second mate, so she avers, 
was a man of wealth and good 
habits when she was united to him, 
but soon became dissipated, and leav- 
ing her with the care of Heywood’s 
two children, went from New York to 
Chicago, and there, as she supposes, 
obtained a divorce; but the records of 
the court were afterwards destroyed 
by fire, and the matter is veiled in a 
little uncertainty. In the action now 
pending, Mrs. Howell appears for the 
first time in the character of plaintiff 
in the course of a series of marital mis- 
matches, alleges cruelty and adultery 
against her present spouse, and prays 
the court for a division of the common 
property and the custody of the child- 
ren. Howell, iu his answer, makes a 
general denial and files a cross-com- 
plaint asking that his marriage with 
plaintiff be annulled, for the reason 
that she was the wife of another at the 
date of her pretended union with him. 
Some time since, on the report of the 
court commissioners to whom the case 
was referred, Judge Dwindle made an 
order directing befendant to pay the 
fees and the sum of $40 per month 
alimony to plaintiff. | Defendant 
claimed that he had no property, 
whereupon an execution was issued 
and part of the amount collected. The 
question of divorce and the legality of 
the marriage still remains in statu 
940.

disseminated. 


As to the cause of the sounds fre- 
quently heard to proceed from tele- 
graph wires in the open air it has been 
customary to accept the wind, it pro- 
ducing the sounds by direct vibration 
similar to those of the olfan harp. 
A writer in an Austrian journal, how- 
ever, calls attention to the fact that 
one who gives Close observation to both 
the wire and sounds will find that 
the latter make themselves olyious 
likewise when there is a total nee 
of wind; and in a quiet morning in 
winter, when the wires appear covered 
with frost to the thickness of a finger, 
they nevertheless carry on lively vibra- 
tionsand swinging, while the air is 
toally quiet. According to this writer, 
therefore, the vibrationsare due, not to 
the wind, but to the changes of atmos- 
phere temperature, and especially 
by the action of cold, as a lowering of 
the temperature induces a shortening 
of the wires, extending over the whole 
length of the conductor. A consider- 
able amount ef friction is produced 
on the supporting bells, thus inducing 
sound both in the wires and the poles.

TRUCKEE’S ACTION. 


Sentimental jeurnalists are weeping 
over the conduct of the citizens of 
Truckee toward the Chinese of that 
town. These tears are not the tears 
of common sense. The whites of 
Truckee did not care to have disease 
threatening their health and fire their 
property. They made liberal offers to 
buy the land in the town owned by . 
the Mongolians and procured a good 
tract of land for them at a low price 
and at a safe distance from the town. 
All these fair offers were refused and, 
acting under advice from paid white 
counselors, the Chinese began rebuild 
ing their shanties in the heart of 
Truckee. Findiag that all other 
means had failed, the citizens—the 
best and wealthiest of them taking the 
lead—took down the buildings, de- 
stroying nothing, even taking care to 
pile the lowered lumber. There was 


no rage or violence and nothing ap- 


proaching the mob spirit. The citi- 
zens of Truckee determined te protect 
themselves and their property from 
the danger of a Chinatown in the cen- 
tre of the settlement. That the strict 
letter of the law has been violated, no 
one denies, It frequently happens, in 
courts as well as communities, that 
the strict letter has to be overlooked 
in order tp reach the spirit of the law, 
which is justice.

HONORS TO AN AMERICAN. 


Col. W. Milnor, Roberts of Pitts- 
burg, Pa., president of the American 
society of civil engineers has been ap- 
pointed by Emperor Dom Pedro ef 
Brazil, engineer-in-chief of the im- 
provements of the water highways of 
that country, at a salary of $60,000 
for three years, or if the work is 
sooner done, $25,000 per year. Col. 
Roberts is one of the most eminent 
and distinguished engineers in the 
United States. In additien to the 
honors conferred on him in his own 
country he is a member of the royal 
institute of C. E. of Great Britian. He 
is still chief engineer of the Northern 
Pacific railroad which bears the im- 
press of his master mind on every 
mile. He was the choice of the 
government fer the joint commission 
of inspection for Niagara falls bridge, 
and wrote the able report returned; 
was one year in charge of the building 
of the St. Louis bridge. While Captain 
Eads was ill in Europe he was engineer 
of the government improvements on 
the Ohio River.

A Lecture on Glanders, 
(8. F. Bulletin, Monday.] 

On Saturday morning A.de Tavel, 
veterinary surgeon, delivered a lecture 
at the university at Berkeley on the 
subject eee The disease is 
characterized by swoolen glands, ulcers 
in the nasal and discharge 
from the nostrils. In chronic glanders 
the disease begins like simple catarrh 
but in the acute disease the animal 
shews signs of fever, and the ulcers in 
the nose become large. The disease 
continues from four days to fifteen 
years, but the average continues from 
fifteen to twenty days. The lungs 
are always affected and other organs 
are often attacked. That the disease 
is contagious has been proved by 
many experiments, Dogs, cats, sheep 
and cattle are easily inoculated. Man 
can be inoculated also, and the doctor 
mentioned several cases in this city 
where men had died frem the disease. 
At present there is no known remedy 
for the disease, and when the symp- 
tems become well marked in any an- 
imal, it should be killed. Specimens 
of diseased skin were exhibited, show- 
ing the pathology of the disease.

hrase. The trial of the general be 

ore the Seraskierate, which had been 
ing on for nearly four months, has 
rought to light the ‘remarkable fact 
that he was {not wholly responsible 
for that foolish although heroic en? 
terprise before Shipka, which cost so 
much blood and foiled all the other 
military combination, and which was 
the prime cause of the disaster by 
which it was followed. With anima- 
ted gesture and fiery eye, and with 
an eloquence which held his audience 
spell bound, the accused general de- 
nounced the organization which per- 
vaded from the outset of hostilities 
the military staff of the Otoman ar- 
mies. This he attributes principally 
to the minister of war and the militar 
councils, who wanted to meddle wit 
the direction of operations. He 
blames in energetic terms the constant 
interference of the palace and of Mah- 
moud Damad Pasha in the military 
affairs, and with vindictive pleasure 
unrolls before the eyes of his judges a 
series of telegrams and dispatches, the 
authenticity of which can not be dis- 
puted, and with which the marshal 
makes skilful use to brand withinfamy 
the war minister and all the civil and 
military Pashas who had been his aux- 
iliaries. So effective wasthe defence 
that the vice-president of the court 
was dispatched to Yielding Klosque to 
advise the sultan to quash the trjal by 
inducing Suleiman to accept, if possi- 
ble, a pro jorma conviction for some 
slight faults for which he could be ad- 
judged responsible. 
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Railroad Affairs. 

The report of the Central Pacific 
railroad company, as published, shows 
the earnings of the railroad for the six 
montlis ending June 30th. 1878, to be 
in excess of the same period in 1877, 
while the operating expenses are con- 
siderably less. The gross earnings and 
expenses of the road for the first half 
of the current year as compared with 
the same time in 1877, are as follows: 

Jan. I to June 30. 1877 1878 
Gross earnings $7,466,138 37.839.537 
Operating evpenses 3,925,124 3.630.860 

Excess earnings $3,540,014 $4,208,677 

The number of miles of road oper- 
ated was increased from 1660 in Jan- 
uary 1877, te 2074 in January 1878. 
The capital stock of the company is 
854, 275,500, and the funded debt, $54,- 
785,000, The bonds issued by the 
government to the company amount 
to $27,855,680. These bonds draw in- 
terest at the rate of 6 per cent. per 
annum, and so far the government has 
paid this interest. The total liabili- 
ties of the company are $152,221,238, 
for which there are assests, including 
$1,290,000 in cash, to balance. The 
assets embrace the road bed, rolling 
stock, lands, offices, etc., of the com- 
pany. The government holds a second 
mortgage on the preperty of the com- 
pany as security for the payment of 
the $27,855,-680 iu bonds, and the in- 
terest paid on the same, amounting te 
about $8,000,000, and the funded 
debt is secured by a first mortgage on 
the same property.

However, it was learned 
that a Mrs. Wright lived on the top

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The New Brunswick Railread Accident. 


Banaor, Maine, November 15.—A 
special from Carlonton, New Bruns- 
wick, says: The New Brunswick rail- 
way cars ran off ‘the track near Flor- 
enceville, last night. A passenger 
car containing twenty passengers took 
fire and was burned, and Mr. Parker 
of Fort Fairfield, was killed. A child 
was burned and fifteen persons were 
injured.

George D. Roberts and A. E. Head 
are going to give Meadow Lake 
another trial, and they are reasonably 
confident that they can successfully 
work the rebellious ore of this dis- 
trict. There has been a great deal of 
experimenting with the Meadow Lake 
ores, science apparently having ex- 
hausted itself in endeavoring to ex- 
tract the gold known to be contained 
in the quartz found in the Meadow 
Lake mines. The rock carries a large 
per centage of arsenic as well as sul- 
phur, and all previous efforts to dis- 
pose of these minera!s has resulted in 


a loss of more precious metal. It is 
proposed to reduce the ore by a slow 
heat, thus precipitating the gold. 
The rock contains considerable iron, 
and the amalgamating, it is thought, 
will have to be done by some other 
than the ordinary process. Roberts 
and Head will have a force of at least 
twenty men employed at Meadow 
Lake this winter in getting out quartz, 
and next spring will commence the 
work of reducing the ores. If these 
gentlemen are successful, and both 
are practical men of may years of 
mining experience, Meadow Lake will 
prove one of the richest mining dis- 
tricts on the coast. In one mine alone, 
the Excelsior, it is estimated that 
one million tons of gold-containing 
uartz above a depth of one hundred 
eet from the surface can be obtained. 
Tom Wheeler, an old Renoite, is also 
cencerned in the work and predicts 
that great wealth is to flow from the 
long deserted mines which border 
Meadow Lake. Almost, every old 
resident in Washoe or on the Com- 
stock, has at some time been inter- 
ested in Meadow Lake. We know

te the Constitution Legalizing Their 
Pernitious Doctrine. 


Satr LAxx, Nov. 16.—One of the 
most remarkable meetings ever held 
in the country took place this after- 
noon in this city. The remarkable 
spectacle of 1200 polygamous women 
parading their shame to the world is 
one not soon forgottea. There were 
old and young wemen, ugly, scrawny 
and’ cadaverous, of all nationalities. 
The ostensiblelleaders of the movement 
were the sixth wife of D. H. Wells, 
known by the name of Emmeline, and 
the tenth widow of Brigham Young, 
better known as Eliza R. Snow, but 
behind the theatre scenes, with his 
mouth to a hole in the curtain, stoed 
George Q. Cannon, delegate to con- 
gress, prompting the women on the 
stage, who were but puppets in the 
hands of the august apostate of polyg- 
amy. Eliza R. Snow presided and 
stated the object of the meeting. She 
said if congress was composed of po- 
lygamists the members would be 
purer and better men, and would pass 
better laws. Our husbands, she said, 
were pure and virtuous, and the wom- 
en of the United States, iastead of 
persecuting polygamous women, 
should protect them. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Several speeches of a similar tenor 
were made, when the following reso- 
lutions were introduced and unani- 
mously adopted: 

WHEREAS, We, the women cf the 
church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints have been misjudged and mis- 
represented to the nation by those in 
the midst of our own sex in regard to 
our most sacred rights—the rights 
which pertain to the holy relations of 
wifehood and motherhood—we do 
hereby earnestly and emphatically de- 
clare our true sentiments, and invite a 
thoreugh and impartial investigation 
of our cause; therefore 

Resolved, That we, the women of 
the church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, and legal American citi- 
zens claim the mght guaranteed by the 
constitution that congress shall make 
no law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting a free exercise 
thereof —a right which we seek to ex- 
ereise not to the injury of others, but 
within the pale of peace and justice, 
life and liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness according to the dictates of 
our consciences. _ 

Resolved, That we protest against 
the enactment of any laws which de- 
prive American citizens, whether male 
or female, of constitutional rights, and 
that we make a united effort to secure 
the unanimous voice of the women of 
our faith to plead the passage of a six- 
teenth amendment during the coming 
session of congress. 

Resolved, That we do truly appre- 
ciate the efforts and labors of the 
noble ladies of the National Woman’s 
Stffrage association, through opposed 
in‘their feelings to plural marriage, 
and without sympathy for our views, 
bravely defended the cause of woman’s 
rights in Utah in the halls of congress, 
and take this public opportunity of 
tendering them an expression of sin- 
cere and heartfelt thanks. 

Resolved, That we solemnly avow 
our belief in the doctrine of the 
patriarchal order of marriage a doc- 
trine which was revealed to and prac- 
ticed by God’s people in past ages, 
and is now re-established on earth by 
divine command of Him who is the 
same yesterday, to day and to1ever—a - 
doctrine which, if lived up to and car- 
ried out under direction ot the pre- 
cepts pertaining to it and of the higher 
principles of our nature, would con- 
duce to the long life, strength and 
glory of the people practicing it. We 
therefore indorse it as one of the most 
important principles or our holy reli- 
gien and claim the right of its practice. 

Resolved, That the women of Utah 
memorialize congress setting forth 
their grievances, and that they take 
such other justifiable steps as may be 
necessary to defend themselves against 
the ruthless and violent assault now 
being made upon their sacred and con- 
stitutional rights. 

The sixteenth amendment to the 
constitution, as constructed by these 
women, is to protect and legalize po- 
lygamy. :

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TRUCKEE’S TROUBLE. 


The Present Situation of Affairs—War 
Threatened 
[Special Gazzerrs Correspondence.] 

Truckers, Cal., Nov. 21.—The Chi- 
nese excitement has suffered a relapse 
pending the action of the Mongols in 
relation to the notice given them by 
the committee to move across the 
river on or before Saturday next. 
They swear they will have their 
throats cut before they will go, and 
make loud displays of Henry rifles, 
revolvers, etc., which they promise to 
use in case of a forcible ejectment. 
The best informed citizens regard 
their threats as idle, and entertain no 
fears at all of any bloodshed. A com- 
mittee of 12 of the best men of the 
town have charge of matters, and the 
whole white population is in accord 
with them. A lot of ground has been 

rchased, sufficient for the purpose, 
but so far only one Chinaman has 
gone upon it. He sold his ground 
on the old site for $500 to the com- 
mittee and has built him a shanty 
on the new one, thus incurring the 
enmity of his tribe. Parties have 
built several houses next to his to 
rent, but John scorns them and sleeps 
thres deep in the wash houses along 
the bank of the river. Those whio be- 
gan rebuilding on their lots were 
stepped last Saturday, their houses 
torn down, and the lumber neatly 
iled up. The only houses left area 
brick owned by Fong Lee, which the 
rascally beygar modestly places at 
$40,000 when the commitiee proposes 
to buy, and four or five wash houses 
partly scattered along the river and 
partly on the hill back ef town. They 
have secret advisers who are making 
them very troublesome, for whom 
Truckee would become very warm if 
the people knew them. McGlashan 
& Crowley refused a thousand dol- 
lars for their services &s attorneys.

CRAZY COMSTOCKERS. 


Much Cooler To-day—No Danger of a 
Lynching Match. 


By all accounts they must have nad 
a particularly lively time in Virginia 
last night. Almost everybody en 
the Comstock hates a bear far more 
ardently than he does the devil, and 
hisconception of heavenis, thatitis one 
eternal booming market. The general 
smash of yesterday greatly excited and 
exasperated everybody and about 5 
o' clock a big crowd. had gathered on 
street. Uf course the names of Skae 
and Mackey, who were supposed to be 
at the bottem of the disaster, were ex- 
ecrated and when some turbulent fel- 
lows proposed that they should be 
hunted up and lynched, the idea 
was taken up readily and it looked 


for a time as if the necks of those mil- 
lionaires were in danger and that a 
riot was upon the carpet. Efforts were 
at once made to quell this madness 
and Senator Jones succeeded in get- 
ting the ferocious crowd to listen to 
him. He announced that Skae would 
admit tothe Sierra Nevada mine any 
five men they might name and 
they could thus satisfy themselves 
that the condition of the mine had 
not been misrepresented. This had a 
good effect, for the proposition was 
reasonable eneugh to wedge its way 
through the thickest skull. Judge 
Lynch took a back seat at once. The 
committee was appointed and reported 
as others had done before them, that 
the mine was all right. 

To-day the reports from the Com- 
stock are to the effect that everything 
is quiet, there being no excitement, 
no wild talk. A lot of miners, experts 
and other persons have been admitted 
te the mine by Skae, who under tie 
circumstances is naturally inclined to 
he accommodating. Everybody who 
goes into the mine apparently comes 
out setisfied with what they 
have seen and as it is not prob- 
able that everybody will lie, the Cem- 
stocker to-day is doubtless ceasing to 
mourn his lost margin and devoting 
himself to thinking how he can raise 
the wind to invest again. Thefriends 
of Messrs. Mackey and Skae will, 
therefore, be pleased to learn that 
there is no immediate danger of their 
being scragged.

The Yellow Fever Commission. 


New York, Nov. 20.—The report 
of the yellow fever commission, com- 
posed of Drs. Bemis, Cochran and 
Howard, and Col. T. 8. Hardee, san- 
itary engineer, made to the health as- 
sociation convention in session at Rich- 
mond, gives results of investigations 
in all the fever-stricken cities of the 
South. They believe the disease was 
imperted to New Orleans, and show 
by maps that the fever cases invaria- 
bly form in groups, “unlike malarial 
fever, which shows a tendency to occur 
in disconnected cases: 

They cenclude: First—Not a solita- 
ry instance was found of a case of yel- 
low fever which we could justifiably 
consider as indigenous to its lecahty. 
Second—In most of the various towns 
visited, which were points of epidemic 
prevalence, the testimony showing 
importation was direct and corrvincing 
in its character. Third — The trans- 
mission of yellow fever between points 
separated by any considerable distance 
appeared to be wholly due to human 
intercourse. In certain instances the 
poison was carried in the clothes or 
about the person of people going from 
the infected districts. In other instan- 
ces it was conveyed in cotton bagging, 
or other goods of the same description. 
Fourth—The weight of testimony is 
very pronounced against the further 
use of disinfectants. Physicians in 
the infected towns almost without ex- 
ception state that they are useless 
agents te arrest the spread of yellow 
fever. Fifth—Personal prophyloxis 
by means of drugs or other thereapeu- 
tic means, has proved a constant fail- 
ure. A respectable number of pbysi- 
cians think the use of small doses of 
quinine of some use in prevention. 
Sixth—Quarantine, established with 
such a degree of vigor that absolute 
non-intercgurse is the result, has effec- 
tually and without exceptien, protect- 
ed subjects from the attacks of yellew 


fever.
